THE JAMES MCK TRUST. 


If tho public has ever had »r.y 


strong expectations that much good 
would come from the James Lick 
Trust, it is destined to be disappoint- 
ed. Lick has the second timerevoked 
tho appointment of trustees, and he 
may do it half a dozen times more 
before ho dies. Ho has had his 
name heralded all over the Union as 
ono of tho most vhilanthropical and 
generous men of the times. He was 
nn obscure man filling no place in 
the community of consequence. He 
was known to be a man full of 
whims and conceits, and of an over- 
bearing vanity. He drove hard bar- 
gains, was exacting, ungracious and 
capricious. 
He was never called to 


take any prominent part in any 
measure -which concerned tho puu- 
lic. Suddenly Lick raimo before 
tho public with ft project which 
seemed to have some good in it. 
He proposed when apparently near 
the point of death, to turn over the 
bulk of his property for public pur- 
poses. If he did not propose the 
wisest and best public use of it, the 
fact that he did propose to give it to 
the public attracted a great deal of 
attention. 
He was known to be an 


eccentric mail, Mid about the last 
one who might be expected to make 
tiny largo and benificeut use of his 
large property. 
He created his 


trust and appointed his trustees. 
Ho practically 
disinherited 
his 


own son, an net 
which created 


little surprise, but much anxiety 
on 
tho 
part 
of 
the trustees 


lest ' this 
son 
should 
come 


in at a later 'day and destroy that 
trust by setting up the incapacity of 
the father to create such a trust. A 
largo sum, of money in this trust 
was dedicated to uses from which 
the publis never -would receive any 
binefitr-snch as the large appropria- 
tion for a statue to Keyes the author 
of a patriotic song, and so on. 


When Lick turned out the first 


setof trustees and modified the terms 
of his trust he increased his gift to 
his bou and made him one of the 
now trustees. The son recently re- j 
fused to sign some papers touching 
tho interesto! the estate. Thereupon 
Lick senior, revokes the appoint- 
ment of trustees evidently for the 
purpose of putting the younger Lick 
under the ban again. Of course all 
changes of trustees and all modifica- 
tions of tho trust must be approved 
by a court of equity. 


Tho prospect of any great benefit 


accruing to tho public from Lick's 
reputed (locations is not much bet- 
ter than it was in the case of Horace 
Hawes. 
Hero was another eccentric 


man who proposed to do great things 
and liail a great deal of trumpeting. 
Ho set apart large sums for public 
uses, not a dollar of which was ever 
realized. Ho appended almost im- 
possible conditions to his donations. 
irad died with the belief that ho was 
one of tho men whoso name the 
world would delight to honor for 
generations to come. 


After his death the heirs stepped 


in, showed that he was of unsound 
mind, broke tho will and took the 
property. That was the end ol the 
" H»wos Foundation." 
Probably 


about tho same result will f ollo\r the 
dentil of liick. There is more evi- 
dence to-day of hia unsonndness oi 
mind than there ever was in the case 
ofHawe». Hi» son refuses to sign 
papers touching the disposition oi 
the estate. The iecond set of trus- 
tees ur« turned out of office, or 
rather, Lick has requested them to 
resign. He has obtained the repu- 
tation of a great public benefactor, 
and this posthumous fame which th< 
newspapers have so much increased 
Las been very gratifying to this 
eccentric anil capricious old man. 
It will not be long before tho wholt 
estate is in Court on a' question 
touching the capacity of Lick tt 
make any disposition at all of hit 
property during the past five years. 
"We shall have the Horace Hawei- 
case over again with a firw variations.

Fair- 
banks, the great manufacturer, the 
man who makes scales, has weighed 
th<; Democratic, party, and found it 
wanting iu that State by about 80,- 
000 votes.
